The Great Bible 


Printing of the Great Bible, a re- 


vised version of the several trnnsln- 
lions available in 1538, was begun in 
Paris, but the type, press and printers 
were brought to Enplnnd when com- 
plications entered into the work, and 
It wns completed in 1539 nt the ex- 
pense of a London haberdasher. The 
nnme wns derived from the book's 
format, larger than nny previous edi- 
tion and elaborately prepared. 


With the printing of the. Geneva 


Bible in 1560, the Bishops Bible in 1568 
and the Rheims-Douni Bible in ttfo 
lections finished in 1610, the Way was 
onved for publication of the familiar 
Kink James verison in Lonclin in 
1611.

Modified registration requirements 


have been the SEC's boon to Wall 
Street. This, it has been charged, per- 
mits alternative methods of making 
statements which are even easier than 
some of the requirements for listing on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 


Although the commission permits 


cockeyed balance sheets which in 
•;themselves would tend to deceive in- 
yestors, it does require an accompany- 
ing accountants' report which explains 
that if the balance sheet were figured 
up in another way the results would 
be different. 


The official SEC viewpoint is that 


the important thing is to have the 
facts disclosed and that it's better to 
have them in the appended report 
than on the balance sheet itself. 


But the reports usually are such 


long-winded, technically worded fine- 
print documents that you have to be 
an accountant yourself to know what 
a securities registration really says. 


The net result is that the responsi- 


bility, for interpreting statements to 
the investing public falls upon the 
private, unofficial financial analysis 
and investment services which peddle 
advice and information to clients. 


Complaints of too great leniency in 


other respects are frequently heard, 
but unless you're a purist in such 
matters you're likely to ascribe them 
to that constant conflict here between 
exploiters and idealists, which usual- 
ly has to be settled by practical-mind- 
ed fellows who find themselves in the 
middle. 


The SEC policies were laid down 


and are being maintained on the the- 
cry that Wall Street should be encour- 
aged in all financing efforts. 


SEC meanwhile has cracked down 


hard on fly-by-night promoters, forc- 
ed investment trusts to disclose port- 
folios, engineered reorganization of 
the New York Stock Exchange, re- 
quired publication of salaries and 
tradings of company officers, and en- 
compassed other valuable reforms. 


The worst shock felt here lately was 


in a report that Roosevelt would ap- 
point to the Landis vacancy a holding 
company executive recently promi- 
nent in the fight against the public 
utilities act which SEC must now en- 
force. 


If this should prove true, it will 


mean that Roosevelt is somersaulting 
to the "right" pell-mell. Appointment 
of Burns seems much more likely. 


Appointment of an advocate of strict 


regulation doesn't seem likely at all.

Prom Irtterlor towns come reports 


of a scramble for cotton in the pri- 
mary markets. At the ports, orders 
flowed in from fnr-off points as the 
world suddenly decided that with a 
war on H« hands it needs cotton badly. 


Liverpool was o heavy buyer of the 


American fiber. The trml0 pointed out 
that Italo'Elhiopian hospilities might 
cut off Englands great supply of Egyp- 
tian cotton and traders abroad turned 
to the domestic market to fill their 
heeds. 


The past week has seen complete re- 


juvenation of the depressed cotton 
industry. Spot sales 
at 
Southern 


markets Tuesday totaled 62.218 bales, 
largest for nny day this season, and 
comparable to on entire weeks sales 
earlier in the year. 


Exports, at one time this season only 


half of last year, have 
now totaled 


722,287 bales, only 13,000 bales behind 
last year. More than 150.000 bales of 
this total has been shipped in the last 
week. 


One spot firm reported it hud sold 


more cotton in the last six weeks than 
hQjulf of the entire previous year. 
OV^TS reported 
more orders than 


they could fill. 


Potential buyers are 
handicapped 


because of the small surplus of "free 
cotton" In the market currently. With 
thc past few year's surplus closely 
held by the government and the cur- 
rent crop two weeks late, the available 
supply for merchants is limited. 


Domestic mills are also in thc mar- 


ket In a big way, augmenting foreign 
demand for war needs. Until the gov- 
ernment's cotton policy had been de- 
termined, spinners stayed out of the 
raw cotton market. Then with the 
AAA's policy determined they storied 
to buy cotton, or to attempt to buy it, 
nil at once. 


£o far the demand has brought on 


advance t>t more thnn $3 B bale in the 
futures market.

Deadly Parallels Seen 


Those studying means of "waging 


1914, to Roosevelt's in 1935, may be 
noted. 


The cards today are stacked against 


neutrals perhaps more strongly than 
they were in 1914. Faster boats, big- 
ger and better planes, universal radio, 
have linked countries closer together, 
increased the- contacts and possibilities 
of friction for neutrals. 


There is an even less definite tinder- 


standing of the rights of neutrals than 
there was in 1914. Such rights were 
then believed fairly well-defined. 


Neutral Has No Rights 


Today you will find veil-versed men 


in Washington who will tell you that 
a neutral has no rights at al 1 today 
that a war-desperate country is likely 
to respect; no rights, in other words, 
that the neutral country is unwilling 
to fight for. And when you fight for 
neutral rights you arc no longer neu- 
tral. 


What neutral rights are worth insist- 


ing yn at thc risk of war? That is the 
question being studied in thc capital 
today, in thc hope of perfecting betted 
plans to insure neutrality in thc fu- 
ture.
